Mrs. Brouth- 
ers states the Sisters in the Convent had 
listened with great interest to the girl’s story 
and had readily agreed to pay special at- 
tention to her studies. Mrs. Brouthers said 
her limited education was not caused by any 
lack of brains or intelligence on the part of the 
girl, but was caused by lack of opportunity to 
improve. 

She says the girl is very pretty, has large 
blue eyes, dark brown hair which clusters in 
tight curis around ber head. Her complexion 
is clear and healthy. She is well formed for a 
girl of her age, 16 years, and has a bright and 
intelligent look, although every time a quick 
movement is made by any person near the 
girl will shrink as though expecting a blow.

TWO OLD LAND MARKS TO BE IMPROVED 
BY NEW OWNERS, 


Mossrs. T. S. Noonan, W. P. Hill, Hugh L. 
Fox and George £. Leighton All Make 
Heavy Purchases—Adding Two Stories to 
the Southern Hotel—The Hotel Project 
at Ninth and Washington Avenue—Other 
Realty Matters. 


Two valuable down-town business corners 
and a piece of inside Olive street property, 
west of Tenth, were sold yesterday and each 
of the sites is tobe improved by the pur- 
chasers. 

Not the least important of these transactions 
was consummated by Adim Boeck & Co. in the 
sale of the northeast corner of Chestnut and 
Tenth streets for $35,000 to Mr. Thomas 8. 
Noonan and Mr. W. P. Hill, the banker. 
This is one of the oldest business 
corners in what may be called the com- 
mercial center. It has a frontage of 60 feet on 
Chestnut street by a depth of 109 on Tenth 
street, and was owned by Mrs. Elizabeth 
Hager of San Francisco, who acquired the 
property in the division ofthe estate of her 
father, James D. Lucas. Originally the cor- 
ner was a foundry site. Later it was used for 
gospel meetings and later still as ashow place 
of the canvas tent order. Nowit is occupied 
by a second-hand building- material firm. 


Mr. Noonan owns the opposite corner with 
the houses upon it fronting 94 feet on Chestnut 
by a depth of 109 on Tenth, which he bought 
last December for $50,000. He now has plans 
ready for rebuilding the place on the north - 
West corner. Mr. Hill became interested with 
himinthe purchase. In April, 1887, Mr. Jay 
Gould puid $650 a foot, $83,000, for the 
northwest corner of Chestnut and Sev- 
enth, which A. Boeck & Co. re- 
sold recentiy to Mr. Daniel Catlin 
for $90,000 after Mr. Gould had torn the build- 
ings away. These transactions indicated the 
activity and enhancing value of Chestnut 
street property. Messrs.Noonan and Hill have 
plans now ready to improve their purchase 
forthwith by the construction of a building 
having four stores on Chestnut and four more 
on Tenth street, witb offices above.

IT WILL BE INTERESTING. 


Meeting of the State Democratic Central

The meeting of the Democratic State Central 
Committee on Saturday next promises to be 
one of unusual interest.

A $10,000,000 ROAD COVERED WITH $55,- 
000,000 STOCKS AND BONDS. 


Kansas Municipalities That Made Donations 
Object to Foreclosure Under the Bond 
Indebtedness—Burning Philadelphia & 
Reading Condemned Cars—The Wabash 
in Trouble — Stockholders Will Kick— 
News of the Kail. 


Kansas Crrr, Mo., Nov. 19.—Chairman R. 
W. Griggs of Meade, Kan., of the commi 
appointed by the convention of the Kansas 
Municipal Attorneys to resist the foreclosure 
of the mortgage on the Chicago, Kansas & 
Nebraska Railway, the western extension of 
the Rock Island, has issued acircular calling 
a meeting ofthe attorneys for November 22 
next at Topeka, Kan. The circular states that 
the municipal subscriptions to the stock were 
investments, not gifts. One thousand miles 
of roadbed were constructed, says Mr. Griggs, 
at a cost not exceeding $10,000,000. The 
capital stock issued by the company was 
$80,000,000. First mortgage bonds to the 
amount of $25,149,000 were assigned {to the 
Metropolitan Trust Co. Thus $55,149,000 has 
been realized by the company from the sale of 
stocks and bonds. Deducting from this the 
$10,000,000 cost of construction, where, asks 
Mr. Griggs, willthe remaining $45,149,000 go? 
It ought to go towards the payment of the 
company’s debts, he says, but fears it is to 
be criminally covered into the coffers of the 
Rock Island or Into the coffers of the officers 
of the Chicago, Kansas & Nebraska. 


Stockholders Kicking. 


By Telegraph to the Post-DIsPaTcuH. 

NEW YorK, Nov. 19.—Some of the stock- 
holders in the Erie Railroad, particularly 
those interested in the N. I., P. & O. road 
or New York, Pennsylvania & Ohio, which 


the Erie has leased since May 1, 1883, ac- 
cording tothe Herald ofthis morning have 
found a good deal of fault with the manage- 
ment of the company from time to time, and 
it is probable that their dissatisfaction will be 
strongly expressed at the stock bolders’ annual 
meeting on Tuesday next in the form of oppo- 
sition to the election to the Presidency of 
John King. The New York, Ponaayivania 
Ohio faction, who are principally English in- 
vestors, say that Mr. King does not treat 
them fairly and that he construes the terms of 
the lease for the benefit of the Erie. The rent- 
al this document provides is 32 per cent of 
the gross earnings up to $6,000,000. This is in- 
creased by the tenth of 1 per cent on each 
$100,000 of gross earnings above $6,000,000 un- 
til $7, 280, 000 is reached, when the rental is one- 
third of the gross. ‘But if 82 per cent of the 
gross earnings should ever be less thap a 
specified sum of $1,757,055 to be paid yearly, 
then the deficit is to be made up, without 
interest, out of the excess in 
subsequent ear. A proposition, it is 
understood, bas been made to Thomas P. 
Flower, President of the New York, Ontario 
& Western, that he consent to allow his name 
to be used ag a candidate for the position now 
held by Mr. King. Mr. Flower was called 
upon by stockholders of the Erie, who tried 
their best to obtain his consent, but he seems 
to have given them no definite re ly. He 
said that he Was not anxious for the place. 
The stockholders urged that he had made such 
a brilliant success of the management of the 
Ontario & Western that he was more suited 
for the post than any man ofwhom they 
could think, and ended by asking him to con- 
sider the matter more fully before declining 
their proffered suffrage.

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The Police Have Asked for No 
Warrants for Violators of 
the Lottery Law. 


NO AB RESTS FOR CRIMES IN WHICH POSI- 
TIVE EVIDENCE IS FURNISHED. 


Vice-President Overall Thinks the Board 
Ought to Have an Attorney—He Says 
That the Offenders Will Be Punished for 
Every Crime Committed—A Complaint 
Against the Courts, Which Require Im- 
possibilities of the Police and Require 
More Pesitive Evidence to Convict a Lot- 
tery Vender Than a Murderer. 


There is method in the inactivity of the po- 
lice authorities. 

Four days have passed since a weekly sheet 
printed an advertisement of a lottery; four 
days have passed since a daily alleged news- 
paper printed an advertisement of a iottery, 
and it was followed the next day by atwo- 
column account of the drawings, with direc- 
tions for holders of tickets; yetfor the pseudo 
editors of these papers not a solitary 
warrant has deen issued. The author- 
ities have made no attempt to secure 
the arrest of offenders. About 14 cents’ 
worth of so-called newspapers has been 
purchased, but no use has been made of 
them and no warrants have been applied for. 
The method which the authorities are observ- 
ing is designed to keep the police from know- 
ing that they were driven to doing their duty 
by outraged public sentiment and by the Post- 
DISPATCH. Their pride is wounded, and be- 
cause itis they neglect their oaths and duty 
and permit crime to go unpunished rather 
than seem to make arrests at the bidding 
ofthe public. Far two years they have stead- 
lly neglected the violations of the lottery law 
and permitted personsto print and sell ad- 
vertisements of lotteries. Their lassitude and 
negligence of duty that mocked the service 
aroused public sentiment and the police were 
forced to act. 

Detective Moberly now has charge of this 
work, and the chief does not even know what 
he is doing. He was asked this morning if 
any warrants had been applied for and his 
reply was:

One of the alleged editors has been arrested 
by the Federal authorities for printing an 
abominably lewd and vulgar rhyme in the 
sheetin which he published the lottery ad- 
vertisements, but the police have not arrested 
him for Ahe offense which comes under their 
supervision.

IF THE COURTS WOULD LET US 
introduce into evidence a man’s reputation, 
record, the fact that he bad a large number 
of tickets when arrested, presumably for sale, 
and the fact that he had previously pleaded 
guilty or been convicted of selling lottery 
tickets, but the court will not do it; it requires 
us to have two witnesses to a sale and tbat is 
impossible. Now here is what I don’t under- 
stand: You may hang a man on circumstan- 
tial evidence, no one may be able to 
swear that he committed the murder, but 
there are a dozen witnesses who swear to cir- 
cumstances which pointto him as the mur- 
derer; yet in a little lottery case, wLere the 
uhishment is not more than ajfew months in 
all, they will not receive circumstantial evi- 
dence, but want to make us prove the act pos 
itively by more witnesses than can possibly 
know anything about it. Is it a greater offense 
to sell a lottery ticket than to commit murder? 
If it is not why do they require more positive 
evidence to send a man to jail than they do 
to take his life? That is one thing we have to

Joe Lightbern Held fer the Grand-Jury—A 
Craps Case Continued.

Judge Harvey 
heard the testimony submitted for the State.

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A REMARKABLE DECISION BY THE BURKS 
GRAIN EXPERTS. 


A Car of Wheat is Inspected as No. 3 on One 
Side and No, 2 on the Other—-Extraor- 
dinary Instance of Double Inspection— 

~The Woes of Jasper Burks—Tremaulouws 

A Deputies. 


N the Merchants’ Ex- 
change floor and among 
the grain receivers, the 
grain exporters and the 
millers the subject of 
the position in which 
Expert Burks had 
placed himself and the 
course that he was like- 
ly to pursue were the 
principal topics of con- 
versation. A number 
of millers showed tele- 
grams received from 
various parts of Mis- 
souri, as well as from 
other States, in which 
it was agreed to accept 
the private inspections 
made by the millers and 
send grain to them di- 
rect without passing 
through the hands ofthe Burks contingent. 
The wheat receivers cannot at once make ar- 
rangemeuts for sending their grain across the 
river, as much of it is already in transit, but 
by the middle of next week everything will 
be prepared for shipping wheat to the east 
side, thus avoiding the State inspectors. 
AX AMUSING BLUNDER. 

Those who were formerly in favor of allow- 
ing Burks to send his political experts to the 
East side onthe ground that two inspections 
would be disadvantageous to the busi 
ness interests of the city, were 
the object of not a little ralilery 
this morning when it was discovered 
that two inspections might easily prevail on 
this side, where there was but one Chief In- 
spector. The incident that gave rise to the 
ebullitions of wit on the part of the opponents 
of expert Burks was as follows, 
On Monday a carioad of grain 
was received by one of the elevators, 


and inspected as No. 8 by a country expert. 
The owner made a tremendous kick, asserting 
that it was graded too low, but a second in- 
spection gave the same results. The owner 
had made up his mind that his estimate had 
been too high and had agreed to submit to the 
loss with as ee a graceas possible. Very 
suddenly, and from an entirely unexpected 
quarter, his first opinion was confirmed. The 
car was left on the track and another country 
expert, not knowing that it had been in- 
spected, went to the side that had not been 
examined by his predecessor, and made an- 
other inspection. 
SE PRONOUNCED IT, 

ufter mature and laborious consideration, to 
be No. 2, and as such it was received, greatly 
to the delight ofthe owner. Those who have 
opposed Burks silenced hie supporters by 
asserting that different inspections on aiffer- 
ent sides of the same river would not be nearly 
us disadvantageous as different inspections on 
different sides of the same car. 

The variation in the inspection of own 
chronicied in yesterday’s POSt- DISPATOR stili 
continues, 0 per cent of that passed upon by 
the Merchants’ Exchange exports grading No. 
2, while scarcely 10 per cent of that inspected 
by the Burks’ contingent is in their opinion 
entitled to this rating. Within twenty days it 
is predicted that their opinion will be asked 
in but very few instances. The irregularities 
in State inspection are explained 
by some on the ground that 
Expert Burks isso busy selecting the heads 
that will have to drop into the basket that he 
has no time to devote to routine business. 

A REDUCTION REQUIRED. 

Those who have made a careful estimate of 
the fees upon whieh he will de able to lay his 
hands as soon as the starvation process in- 
augurated by the grain dealers has had time 
to take effect, give it as their opinion 
that fully three-fourths of the present force 
Will have to undergo decapitation, and that 
the salaries of the rest must be reduced to the 
lowest possible figure. The selection of vie- 
tims is a matter of great diMeculty, and Burks 
is most severely blamed for precipitating a 
conflict that could have easily been avoided 
by the appointment of two competent men 

of the river without subtracting 
St. Louis force, Several 
the Merchants’ Exchange 
have, it is said, been approached by a number 
of the Burks deputies and offers have been 
made that from their salaries they will make 
up the sum first promised and then refused by 
the Chief V to pay competent men on 
the east side if the Board of Directors will 
allow State inspection on the terms originaily 
acceded to. But little encourage- 
ment was given them, the feel- 
ing that they had onde been deceived 
rendering the grain men unwilling to give 
Burks anything at all beyond what was be- 
stowed upon him by law, ithout exception 
the grain receivers deciared that they would 
raise no objection to competent State inspee- 
tlou, but could not afford to have their busi- 
ness ruingd by amateurs. The Burke em- 
ployes are living in hourly terror of dis- 
charge. 


A CONSTABLE UNDER;iARREST. 


He Fired at a Police Officer From His Own 
Doorstep, 


Deputy Constable Willlam Hyde of Justice 
Spaulding's office is now under arrest at the 
Four Courts. Hyde was arrested at an early 
hour this morning. At about 1:80 o’clock Of- 
fleer Mueller heard ashot in the vicinity of 
Jefferson avenue and Ohestnut street. Hast- 
ening to that corner he saw Hyde walking up 
the steps leading to his residence at 2602 


Chestnut street, Mueller asked Hyde 
what was the matter, when the latter 
raised his weapon and fireda second shot, 
this time point blank atthe officer. Before 
the latter could make the arrest Hyde stepped 
into his house and locked the door. He then 
escaped throughthe rear and could not be 
found. About 7 o’clock be was caught and 
locked up. Hyde claims that he thought the 
officer wasa robber, and fired the shot into 
the ground to keep him back. Hyde was 
robbed about a week ago, being held up near 
his residence. He lost a gold watch at this 
time and says thattwo men tried the same 
game last night. This was when the first 
shot was fired. A warrant will besworn out 
for assault te kill as Mueller’s statement is 
corroborated by other witnesses. 

Later developments to-day showed that 
Constable Hyde was justifi in the use of 
the weapon. ehad just escaped from the 
hands of a couple of foot - pads, from whom he 
saved himself by firing a shot. On reaching 
his own door a third man, not explaining that 
he was an officer, ran up and very naturally 
Constable Hyde fired again. Feeling that he had 
done nothing but what he hada right to do 
he remained in the house, not wishing to sub- 
mit to an arrest, which wonld necessitate his 
incarceration at the Four Courts for the rest 
of the night.

NOTHING YET PROVED. 


THE SECOND DAY’S TRIAL OF JAS. SWEENEY 
BRINGS OUT NO EVIDENCE. 


The Prosecution Hinged on the Question of 
the Rule of Fxamining Witnexses in the 
Court of Criminal Correction—The Attor- 
neys Becoming More Biiter Each Day. 


AMES SWEENEY’S trial is 
still in progress in the 
United States District 
Court, and from present 
indications will take up the 
court’s time until next Fri- 
day. The testimony of the 
first witness put on the 
stand yesterduy, Albert 
Jourgens, gave a falr idea of the way foreigners 
are natgralized in the Criminal Courts. Jour- 
gens could neither speak nor understand 
English, yet he swore to support the consti- 
tution of the United States. Through an in- 
terpreter he said he went to a court some- 
where with the red head man called 
Sweeney and received a paper on leaving. 
He did not know what court it was, where it 
was situated, who was on the bench or if any 
one was presiding, and did not even know 
‘what the paper was for or why he received it. 
He received a minor paper, to secure which 
some one had to swear that Jourgens arrrived 
in this country while uuder 18 years of age, 
yet he testified tothe fact that he was born at 
Utare, Hanover, in April, 18385, and came to 
_ this country in 1881, when 46 years of age. 
William L. Fitzgerald was then placed on 
the stand to testify as to the rule jn securing 
minor papers, which he did. He explained 
the use of the siips and talked of the invari- 
able rule of questions. 
JUDGE PAXON 
was put on the stand, but court adjourned 
before he began his testimony. He was put 
on the stand again when court opened this 
morning, and be was asked if he remem- 
bered issuing papers to Albert Jour- 
gens, while Judge of the Court of 
Criminal Correction, He said he did not re- 
member the name and could only say by re- 
ferring to the record. He was shown the 
paper granted Jourgens and asked if he recog- 


nized it or ever bad it in his hand. He did not. 
He was asked if heremembered having seen 
James Sweeney in his court as witness. 
Mr. Krum objected. Judge Paxson 
said he did remember having seen 
him in July, August or September, but in 
what capacity or in what particular case be 
could hot remember. Mr. Johnson then asked 
ifthere was any established rule in asking 
questions of witnesses. 

‘*Why, your honor, this is preposterous,’’ 
said Mr. Krum jumping to his feet. ‘‘There 
has not been one iota of evidence introduced 
to show that my clien hast been usked a ques- 
tion, whether he has been sworn, or whether 
the record shows any thing to the effect that 
he was sworn or testified. And the attorney 
here presumes to ask if there was any invari- 
ablerule.’’ 

Judge Thayer bad the question read twice, 
and then asked Judge Paxron several ques- 
tions whether he recognized the paper or the 
writing, and then

TO FRIGHTEN EUROPE. 


America’s Neley Sets Sail for a Terror-Car- 
rying Cruise. 
Py Telegraph to the POST-DISPATCH. 

NEW YORK, Nov. 19.—The squadron of evo- 
lution, which sailed away from here yester- 
day, represents, with the exception of two 
vessels, the combined foree of commissioned 
war ships known asthe navy. It also repre- 
sents a higher degree of excellence than can 
be found in any other known squadron com- 
posed of cruisers of similar tonnage displace- 


ment. The fleet is pre-eminently American, 
and will excite the curiosity if 
not the wonder of all foreign pow- 
ers under whose observation t may 
come. The idea of sending abroad this fleet of 
new war ships was not a suddenly formed 
idea, nor was it the outcome of any impera- 
tive demand that aforce of such a showing 
was urgently needed in European waters. 
For years foreigners have been accustomed 
to see the American flag fly from antiquated 
wooden ships—handsome craft, many of 
them, but totally unfit to n in active 
service at the present time. he oalling of 
many ofthe old wooden ships home for re- 
pairs of late had left nearly all the cruising 
stations short of American vessels, It was at 
first contemplated to send the different vessels 
of the new navy to foreign stations 
as fast as completed, but Commodore Walker 
thought that by sending all the available 
ships to Europe together a much better im- 
pression would be produced. Although the 
vessels of the squadron of evolution do not 
represent the speediest war-sbips of the new 
navy, they are all fastships. The Yorktown 
can make over seventeen knots an hour, the 
Boston and Atlanta can make over sixteen 
knots an hour and the big flagship Chicago 
can do very close to sixteen knots an hour. 
In other words, the mean average speed of 
the fleet is more than sixteen knots an hour. 

With this force of ships it is intended to 
show Europe that the United States is able to 
build ships of war equal in point of efficiency 
to anything that can be built abroad; and as 
to the armament, it is already understood 
in foreign military ‘and naval circles that the 
new ordnance rifles of the American navy 
have attained initial velocities for projectiles 
equal to some of the very best attainments 
of foreign production. But the most potent 
arxument for sending the fleet abroad is 
the tactical lessons that will be de- 
duced from the operations of a 
fleet of modern cruisers acting in 
company. An Opportunity will be presented 
to the officers of the squadron to acquaint 
themselves with the very latest operations in 
naval warfare by virtue of the facilities pre- 
sented to the equipment of tne different ships. 
Then, too, the rivalry excited between the 
individual craft stimulates men to the per- 
formance of work not likely to result when a 
ship is operating alone, Todrill and maneu- 
ver in the sight of foreigners and under the 
very guns of foreign 2 — and forts, with 
the eyes of foreign military oritics constantly 
upon them, will tend to keep the discipline 
and condition of the crews of the American 
ships in the highest state of efficiency.

ONE OF THE DEFENSE’S SUPPORTERS IN 
THE CRONIN TRIAL PAILS, 


His Facts and Dates Wonderfully Mixed— 
Wm. Mulcahy, an Employe of Ice-Man 
O'Sullivan, on the Stand—He Slept With 
His Employer the Night of the Murder— 
The Hearing To-Day. 


CHICAGO, III., Nov. 19.—The first witness in 
the Cronin trial this morning was Policeman 
Redmond McDonald. He testified that he saw 
Daniel Coughlin ut the East Chicago Avenue 
Station at between 8:45 and 9 o’olock on the 
night of the murder. 

On cross-examination the witness fixed the 
time at 9 to 9:13 g’clock. On cross-examina- 
tion the fact was developed that the witness 
was a member of Camp 20, Clan-na-Gael, He 
said that he remembered seeing Coughlin 
that night about a week after, 
when Ooughlin’s name was first mixed 
up in the affair. The witness men- 
tioned to Officer Scott, who was also a mem- 
ber ofthe notorious camp, thefearthat he 
would get mixed up in the matter. He ac- 
knowledged thatthis fear had kept bim from 
speaking on the matter, notwithstanding the 
peril in which his silence left his friend 
Coughlin, It was last Saturday that the 
witness firat told Capt. Schuettler, when the 
latter asked him about it. The witness ad- 
mitted that he first said that the time at whioh 
he saw Coughlin onthat night was between 
8:30 and 9 o’clock. 

TANGLED THE WITNESS. 

On cross-examination the witness was 
asked: When did you first learn that Daniel 
Coughliin’s name was connected with the 
horse that drove Dr. Cronin away?’’ 

‘*I think about a week after when they first 
got to writing it in the newspapers.’’

The latter asked O’S8ul- 
livan if be was well acquainted at Lakeview, 
and he said yes. And he asked him if he 
knew a young man by the name of Kunzge-—if 
he saw him to telephone tothe Chicago Ave- 
nue * Police Station and tell him #1 want to see 
iim. 

The witness had heard O’6ullivan speak of 
his contract with Dr. Oronin,. The witness, 
who was an employe of O'Sullivan, com- 

lained that one of his feet hurt him and

Oronin about it, as he (O’8ullivan) bad a con 
tract with Cronin to take care of his men.

HOW THE MATCH WOUND UP. 

Read this description fromthe Worip of 
the way the match wound up and then 
imagine how you would like to have been at 
the bottom of the heap: 

„When Referee Woodrufi’s little dog- 
whistle blew for the fall of the curtain in to- 
day’s great football drama between Harvard 
and Princeton a stack of writhng athletics was 
piled six feet deep inthe middie of Jarvis 
field. The Knotted mass was bunched 
together with a steely grip of thews and 
sinews thatthe referee,s whistle could not 
shake apart. Down in the heart of 
the pyramid throats were clutched, teeth 
were clinched and eyes started blindly 
from their sockets, while over whatever could 
be seen of bare arms and faces were blotches 
and splashes of blood. Around the trampled 


field 10,000 spectators were ranged in the dusk, 
waiting for the inevitable end. They heard 
the shrill whistle of the referee, before the 
dulled senses of the players caught it. In- 
stantly the field way one vast uproar of rush- 
ing men, and abovethe black surging sea a 
thousand orange flags fluttered in the air. 
On the brakes and tallybos, lined 
around the hundreds of tran- 
tic Freshmen croaked like gigan- 
tic awphibians, the frog chorus of 
Aristophanes. Under the slow conviction 
thut the fight was over, theknot of anger- 
bound players slowly dissolved. Tears started 
from the eyes of more than one of the Har- 
vard players as he struggied out of the group, 
while from the throats of others came a dry, 
conyulsive sob. It was the work of a moment 
for the gleeful Princetonians to hoist their 
victorious heroes on their shoulders and bear 
them off the field, while the defeated Harvard 
players trailed off unknelled, uncoffined and 
alone. Altogether, it was one of the greatest 
games ever played in this country, and the 
Harvard men deserve praise forthe plucky 
stand they made.’’ 


THE FIRST SORTIE. 

From the moment the tall, hatless forms of 
the athletes force their way Trough the dense 
cordon of spectaters strung around the ropes 
the fun commences. Harvard roars a loud 
welcome to the orimson-legged men, and 
Princeton replies with an outburst of rhetori- 
cal rockets that shake the ground. Iben the 
colleges begin barking at each other. Itis 
‘Yelp! yelp! yelp!’ from Harvard, ‘Boom! 
boom! boom)!’ from Princeton and ‘Bow! wow! 
vow!’ from a colony of Yale men on the 
northern stand. This awful discord is suc- 
ceedied by silence asthe men line up in the 
center of the field. 

Twenty minutes to three! The elevens are 
lined up in the middle ofthe fleld. Princeton 
has the leather. Big George dribbles the ball 
to little Poe, the quarter-back. The Harvards 
fall upon the Princeton rushers, who form 
themselves into a V, with Janeway at the apex 
and Poe in the pocket thus formed. Before 
Harvard can lead off the Princetons attack. 
There isastraining and grinding of locked 
limbs and the crack of fists against faces is 
like the rattle of rifies in a skirmish fire. 
Princeton gains five yards before Cowan is 
thrown. On the next down he passes the ball 
to Donnelly, who breaks beautifully around 
the end, but is brought to grief by Saxe. The 
Harvard balf-back sticks out his foot and 
Donneliy lights on the back of his neck a 
thoroughly jarred man. On the down tbe ball 
is snapped to Channing and in tbe rush Stick- 
ney gives Donnelly a rap that makes the 
player see stars. The Princetonian repays it 
with interest on the next down, smashing 
Stickney squarely in the jaw. It is give and 
take in this set-to.’’ 


CAUGHT 8LUGGING. 

In the thick of the fight Umpire Beecher of 
Yale finds Donnelly slugging Stickney of 
Harvard, and rules him off the field in spite 
of Princeton's protests. Furness takes Don- 
nelly's place on the left end. Ames again 
tries to get through the Harvard line, but 
powerful tackling stops him. Ames now 
kicks again to Trafford, who returns the ball 
high in theair. It falls close to Ames, who 
misses the bound, but 
Chanulng grabs it on Princeton’s 40 
vard line. Princeton loses the ball 
in the scrimmage, but regains it on Saxe’s 
kick to Ames, who gains twenty yards by 
throwing off the Harvard tacklers. Ames 
kicks long and strong to Trafford, who returns 
the leather by a longer and stronger kick. It 
falls close to Princeton’s line in the northwest 
corner of the field, where Capt. Cumnock 
downs it with half the Princeton team on his 
back. The scheme now isto getthe ball in 
front of Princeton’s goal in good condition for 
a kick from the field. This is accomplished 
by Dean’s passing the ball to Lee, who runs 
past Princeton’s rusbers and drops on the ball 
wellin front of the goal posts. Dean passes it 
to Trafford, who make an accurate drop kick 
and Harvard scores five points more. Score 
9 to 4in Harvard’s favor after thirty-two 
minutes’ play.’’ 


INJURIES AFTER 32 MINUTES’ PLAY. 

Back and forth over the trampied tield the 
ball is fought. until the players are blowing 
like grampuses.

Dispatches from 

Youngstown, O., state that Shortstop McKeen 

and Center- fielder McAleer of the 

Cleveland League Club have both declared 

that they will not sign Brotherhood contracts 

or bave anything to do with the new Players’ 

League. Both players are at Youngstown at 

present. An Associated Press telegram from 

Baltimore says that Pitcher Kilroy denies hav- 

ing signed a Brotherhood contract to play in 

Boston, or having any such intention. He 

declares he will play with the Balti- 

wores next season. From Pittsburg comes the 

news that Ed Hanlon, who has charge of the 

affairs of the Brotherhood club there, has, 

after ten days’ hard work, been unable to 

secure sufficient capital and has gone to Cleve- 

land for advice. All these troubles coming on 

the new league at once make matters look 

pretty bad for them, and if they are true the 

venture is very likely to prove a failure. All 

that is necessary in a scheme like this is 

for a few men to weaken and jump 

it and a stampede is apt to ensue. 

Matters may be exaggerated, however, in 

the telegrams in order to frighten the players 

into jumping the Brotherhood. The action of 

Brooklyn and Cincinnatl in leaving the Amer- 

ican Association to join the National League 

was certainly asplendid thing for the inter- 

ests of the League, as it showed the players 

that both these teams had no fear of the 

Brotherhood scheme amounting to anything, 

and this fact is calculated to weaken the 
players’ confidence in themselves. 

It is even claimed in Indianapolis in an un- 
certain way, however, that Denny, Glass- 
cock, Boyle and Rusſe will sign League con- 
tracts. In Cincinnati it is stated that Bid 
McPhee, who was alleged to have gone over to 
the Brotherbood, will sign a Cincinnati con- 
tract to-day, and Keenan, Viau and Earie 
have already signed. These stories make it 
look as if the League would win the fight and 
be the Association next season. If the 
Brotherhood scheme fails the National League 
will be so far ahead of the American Associa- 
ee the latter will be really a minor asso- 
clation.
